Total visits, 182; 
working visits, 120; instructive vis­ 
its, 48; friendly visits, 8; miscellan­ 
eous visits, 8. 
Linen loaned: Sheets, 
6; night gowns, 2; binders, 4; sick 
room articles loaned, 2. 
Two baby outfits given away. 
From the Elks’ charity fund three 
dozen eggs were furnished patients, 
two families were supplied with groc­ 
eries, and one patient was given un­ 
derwear. 
Total expended, $9.03. 
Donated by Hebrew Ladies’ Aid so­ 
ciety, $5; collected, $2.23. 
A cartoon and an article which ap­ 
peared in the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald some time ago were brought up 
before the meeting and as both are 
in the Interests of charity it was de­ 
cided to instruct the secretary 
to 
communicate with the Chicago paper 
with a view’ towards getting the cut 
and article to be run in the local pa­ 
pers. 
The report of Humane Officer C. 
II. Derry showed that $200 and many 
articles of wearing apparel have been 
donated to the society. With these 
supplies 108 homes have been visited 
and 3 08 children given help. The sec­ 
retary was instructed to extend a 
vote of thanks to the Elks for the 
generous donations they have made 
to the society.

“ I think it will be a short session,” 
said Gov. F rancis E. McGovern
